Senator Caraway Goads

Butler, chairman of the republicar 
national committee, informed the spe- 
cial campaign investigating committee 
of the senate today tha! it is the 
“hope” and “expectation” of his or- 
ganization to raise a total of $3,000,- 
00) for the national campaign, presi- 
dential, senatorial and congressional. 

At the same time Mr. Butler denied 
charges of Senator Rovert M. Lu 
Follette, the independent presidential 
candidate, that his committee would 
mobilize a large mass of funds in 
certain states during the list weeks 
of the campaign. His denial was in 
reply to questions by Senator Ship- 
-tead, farmer-labor, Minnesota. 


Budget Increased. 

“We have no such intevtion, ana 
have no such preparations.” Mr, But- 
ler snid. “We have no ability to do 
it. We have no funds for purpose, 
of that kind. ‘There is n» intention 
ef doing anything of the sort. 1 
want very much to conduct this cam- 
paign in such a way that when I get 
through it will be something to be 
proud of.” 

Under cross-examination by Senator 
Caraway, democrat, Arkanses, regard- 
ing the budget plans of his committee, 
Mr. Butler testified that originally 
he had estimated $2,500,600 as the 
amount that would be required for 
the national presidential campaign. 
‘his sum was increased bs $500.000 
inter, he added, after it hud been de- 
cided to take care of the senatorial 
and congressional campaigns as well. 


Plans Not Definite. 

Calling attention that evidence he- 
fore the committee was that the re- 
publican organization already had col- 
lected approximately $1,700,000, Sena. 
tor Caraway asked if it was expected 
te collect an additional $1.500,000, 

“Ves,” Mr. Butler replied. 

“What are your plans for collect- 
ing it?” asked the senator.

SO LEARNED GERMANS SEE END OF “FAT CURES” 


But That’s All, Say Savants 


BY ERIC KEYSER. 
Berlin, October 17.—Women who 


/diet, exercise and take cures to re- 
duce their weight soot will be striv- 
ing just as desperately to regain their 
precious pounds, because the admira- 
tion of men for thin, hipless, bustles: 
women is about exhausted. The 
straight-line contour of current style 
modes is only a fad, and an abominable 
one at that, according to prominent 
German physicians, painters and 
sculptors, who expressed themselves 
on the subject here. 

“Fat cures and reducing. as prac- 
ticed by women all over the world. 
will simply result in male revulsion 
against skinny figures,” Dr. Ehrmann, 
a nationally-known physician,  de- 
clared. 

“Women who undergo such cures 
will not only lose their fat but will 
lose the admiration of men, too, be- 
cause after a short period the craze 
for slender women will subside. Men 
will look upon slender womea with the 


same disgust with which they now ob- 
serve their over-fat sisters.” 

Prof. Willy Jaekel, who ix a painter 
and a good one, believes that thin 
women cannot attract men for long. 

“Look Bad Undressed. 

“The straight line is guod to look 
upon,” Jaekel said, “only so long as 
women wear clothes. Without clothes: 
thin women [ook horrible.” 


If women would simply stop wear- 
ing clothes, the artist believes, they 
would soon learn that men prefer 
plump, well-rounded figures or even 
slightly bulgy ones, to the lenky, bony 
torsos and limbs that current fash- 
ions demand. 

Lazy fashion artists 
that it was much easier 
straight-lined figures than the “deli- 
ecately curved outlines of 20 years” 
ago are responsible for the present 
mania for thinness, according to Jae-

Defends Supreme Court 
Against Plan To Give 
Congress Veto Power, 
Names No Names.

Albany, N. Y., 
tary of State Hughes, defending the 
supreme court and the fundamentals 
of government as provided in the 
constitution, created quite a surprise 
by placing himself on record in favor 
of several significant changes in 
governmental procedure, in a speech 
here Friday night. 

He advocated: 

1. Revision of the method of elect- 
ing a president, especially as regards 
procedure in the house if the election 
is thrown there, which is quite likely 
this year. 

~. Cabinet officers taking part in 
debates in congress in order to bring 
closer contact between the president 
and congress, 

3. |Without committing himself, he 
said “it is also deserving of serious 
consideration whether the term of the 
presidency should not be extended to 
six years, with non-eligibility for a 
second consecutive term.” 

-Opposes Treaty Change. 

He opposed flatly the proposal vf 
John |\W. Davis, the democratic cans 
didate, that treaties be ratified by a 
majority of congress instead et two- 
thirds, standing squarely for the 
present method. 

At great length he also tefended 
the supreme court against those whe 
would change the constitution to al- 
low review of its decisions by con- 
gress, as advocated by Senator Ia 
Follette, and against any other 
changes, * 

Hughes declared himself against 
creation “of a centralized government 
which shall have the power directly te 
supervise the varied activities now 
under control of states and municl- 
pulities.”’ 

The secretary of state’s address te 
the coflyocation of the University of 
New York State here was entirely dif- 
ferent from the bitter attack he made 
on La Follette and Davis in his re- 
cent speech at Indianapolis. He did 
not mention any candidate, and con- 
fined himself to a judicial discussion, 
with frequent quotations from consti- 
tutional authorities. 

Contrasts U. 8S. and Britain. 

He did not enlarge upon his mere 
statement that a revision is needed 
in the method of electing a president. 
Of a change in procedure in the house, 
if the election should be thrown there, 
he said that the present method “‘is 
seriously defective and should be re- 
placed by a more adequate method.” 


He made, too, only the one reference 
quoted regarding a six-year term for 
president.

“It 
could be required that questions to be 
addressed to the members of the cabi- 
net should be filed a certain length of 
time before the appearance of the offi- 
cer and except when matters relating 
to his department were under discus- 
sion his attendance would be excused.” 

Upholds Two-Thirds Law. 

Regarding ratification of treaties, 
Hughes said “it would seem to be of 
doubtful wisdom to commit the ap- 
proval of treaties to a bare majority 
of the senate. 

“This might be convenient in some 
cases, but it would make it possible 
for the president and a group of states 
which did not adequately represent the 
nation as a whole to impose the most 
serious obligations upon the entire 
country.” 

“Tt is easy,” he said, “to make ob- 
jections to the present arrangement, 
but it would be difficult to devise a 
better one.” 

Hughes said that in the last three- 
and-a-half years 53 treaties have been 
sent to the senate and 47 already have 
een approved. 

Of the supreme court, he sail that 
‘‘onece it is determined that we have, 
and are to continue to have, state gov- 
ernments swith the protection of the 
constitution in the exercise of their 
reserved powers, it ffollows that the in- 
tegrity of the jurisdiction of the su- 
preme court to uphold these powers, 
and to safeguard the authority of con- 
gress as well as the limitation of that 
authority, must be maintained.”

Boston, October 17.—The cash) 


value of a college education to its 
» according to a 
report made public today by Dean 
Evereit W. Lord, of the Boston Uni- 
versity college of business administra- 
tion. The report is based on a long 
study of the earning capacity of cul- 
lege graduates. The cash value of a 
high school education is placed by the 
report at $33, ’ 

The report gives the average max- 
imum income of the untrained man 
as $1.200; that of the high school 
graduate as $2,200 and of the college 
graduate as $6,000. The total earn- 
ings of each of the three types, up toe 
the ace of 6O are placed at $45,000: 
$74,000 and $150,000, respectively. 
Dean Lord in his computatidn esti- 
mated also that while the untrained 
man at the age of 50 begins to drop 


t 


toward dependence, the college man 


reaches his maximum earning capac: | out 


ity at 60. 

“The untrained man goes to work 
as a boy of 14 and reaches his max- 
imum income at the age of 30,” the 
report said. “This maximum is on the 
average less than $1,200 a year. -In 
view ef the fact that this income is 
earned through manual labor depend- | 
ent on physical strength, 
fall off at the age of 50 
earlier and soon reaches a level 
low self support. The figures show 
that more than 60 out of every 100 
untrained workers are dependent upon 
others for support at the age of 60. 
The total earnings for the untrained 
man trom 14 to 60 are about $45,000. 
Between the ages of 14 and 18, the 
four years which might have been 
spent in high schooly the young man 
usually earns not more than $2,000. 

“The high school graduate goes to 
work «t 18, having lost the epportu- 
nity to earn $2,000 which the untrain- | 
ed man earns during this period. 
However, starting at 18, the high! 
school graduate passes the maximum | 
income @f the untrained man in seven 
years, rises steadily to his own max- 
imum of $2,200 at 40 and continues 
at that level for the rest of his life. 
He avernges a total earning of S78.,- 
000 from 18 to 60. The $33,000 excess 
over the life earnings of the untrain- 
ed man represents the cash value of a 
four-year high school course.

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SETTLES SQUABBLE 


Assurance that the “dove of peace” 
is hovering over republican ranks in 
Georgia and that any threatened break 
in harmony was definitely curbed dur- 
ing a conference Friday afternoon be- 
tween leaders of what were once two 
separate factions was contained in a 
statement made by Dr. H. E. Stock- 
bridge, treasurer of the state central 
committee, following the conference. 

Reports have been current for sev- 
eral days that an open break was im- 
minent between the republican group 
once headed by Roscoe Pickett and the 
one headed’ by Henry Lincoln John- 
son. These rumors went so far as to 
indicate that charges of misappropria- 
tion of funds had been lodged against 
certain officials now active in the re- 
publican campaign in Georgia. 

Dr. Stockbridge declared that the 
conference Friday afternoon resulted 
in complete harmony between all 
parties concerned and that faction 
lines were fast disappearing. He 
stated that Dr. H. Y. Gilliam, chair- 
man of the state central committee, at- 
tended the conference, along with a 
number of other leaders in republican 
circles. 

The chief points of difference that 
threatened to cause a rift in the 
ranks, said Dr. Stockbridge, were 
methods by which certain campaign 
expenses were to be apportioned. 
Especially were the funds a point of 
issue, as they affected the home dis- 
tricts of Dr. Gilliam and W. H.

LA FOLLETTE SCORES 
DOLLAR DIPLOMACY 


Sioux Falls, S. D., October 17.— 
The financial depression beginning in 
1920, which wreaked such _ havoc 
among the farmers of South Dakota 
and other northwestern states, was 
“one of the most colossal conspiracies 
in history, and its financial cost to 
the farmers alone was nearly, if not 
quite, as great as the cost of the great 
war itself,” Senator Robert M. La 
Follette, independenr presidential can- 


didate, declared in his speech here 
Friday. 

“The crime, and I speak advisedly 
in terming it a crime, was initiated at 
a secret meeting of the class A direc 
tors with the federal reserve board in 
Washington in May, 1920,” he said. 
“This crime was brought about by a 
nation-wide call on agricultural loans 
and by a progressive discount rate 
which veas in force by the federal re- 
serve board in May, 1920.” 

La Follette assailed dollar diplo- 
macy and the — financing in 
which Wall street houses are engaged, 
declaring that every dollar of credit 
exported is that much credit denied 
at home. These exported credits also 
are a cause of the international trou- 
blue and sometimes wars, he added. 
mentioning the fiscal underwriting of 
the governments of Haiti, Santo Do- 
mingo and Central and South Amer- 
ican countries, 

“The imperialistic doctrine has been 
evolved that the government be oa 
guarantor of these loans and invest- 
ments.” he said. “It should intervene 
to enforce their payments. Americar 
boys already have been sent to Haiti 
and Santo Domingo to collect the 
debts of the National City bank. They 
are now policing the tropical coun- 
tries of Central America to look after 
usurious loans made to those states 
by Wall street financiers. The same 
money lords already have mortgages 
running into billions to the govern- 
ments of Europe.”

Editor Constitution: My attention has 
been called to an amendment to the consti- 
tution of Georgia, and, as the title to the 
constitutional amendment’ resolution says, 
‘Proposing the people of Georgia 
amendment to paragraph 1, section 3, 
article II, of the constitution of the 
State of Georgia, as to author- 
ize the general assembly to consoli- 
date the offices of tax receiver and tax 
collector in the several counties and to fix 
without regard to uniformity in the various 
counties the compensation of the officers 
performing the duties of said offices when 
so consolidated.’’ 

Thig amendment, if added to the consti- 
tution by majority vote of the electors of 
Georgia, places absolute authority in the 
hands of the legislature by which a polit- 
ical machine may be created in each county 
entirely beyond and above control by the 
people, A study of this proposed 
change in the organic law of the state shows 
it to be revolyfionary an@ dangerous to the 
rights and libertiek of the people, and de- 
Structive of local self-gover:.ment, 

The object in the minds of many of the 


promoters of the consolidation of the of- 
ficew of tax receiver and tax collector was 
to give each county in the state the right 
to adopt or reject the new law with the pur- 
pose of providing more efficient service and 
incidentally to rednce expense in many 
cases. It was intended that the represen- 
tative of any county desirous of making the 
change could have a local bill passed cover- 
ing the case, thus providing for a local 
self-government in the various counties.

Revocation of licenses of 15 Atlanta 


American Colony Removed 
By Soviet From Wrangell 


New § York, 17.—Vilhjal- 
mur Stefansson, who a year ago 
founded the colony on Wrangell 
island which is reported from Nome 
to have been carried off by a Rus- 
sian transport, said today that the 
coloney comprised 13 Eskimos and 
Charles Wells, of Uniontown, Pa. 

The colony was not founded in be- 
half of Great Britain but the United 
States through an American corpora- 
tion in Nome, Mr. Stefansson de- 
elared. 

“This situation is up to the United 
States,” he said. 

“The Russian claim to Wrangell 
island is so weak as to be negligible 
from the historical or legal point of 
Mr. Stefansson continued. “No 
Russian ever saw Wrangell island as 
far as we know until 1911. That 
was 62 vears after the British dis- 
covered it and 30 years after the 
United States steamships Corwin and 
Rogers planted the United States 
flag there in behalf of their gopvern- 
ment.” 

The explorer pointed out that he 
was a Canadian by birth and a long- 
time resident of the United States. 
All his work on the island had been 
in behalf of these two countries, ana 
he was convinced trom his historical 
studies that Great Britain and the 
United States were the only nations 
that had a claim on the island. 

Wrangell island was described by 
Stefansson as being 80 to 90 miles 
long and 30 to 40 miles wide, lying 
approximately 300 miles from. the 
coast of Alaska and 110 miles from 
Siberia. It never has been thor- 
oughly explored. 

Stefansson declared, however, that 
enough had been learned to establish 
its commercial yalue as a source of 
supply for fox, polar bear and seal 
furs for walrus and reindeer. He 
was convinced, he said, that it offered 
the most desirable site for a refueling 
and repair station in trans-oceanic 
dirigible and airplane commerce of the 
near future. 

“For two years I sought to impress 
the British government with the need 
for colonizing Wrangell as a future 
base for intercontinental dirigible 
and airplane traffic, as well as a yalu- 
able immediate commercial asset, 
especially for furs and reindeer breed- 
ing, walrus hunting and sealing,” said 
Stefansson. 

“But the British and Canadian gov- 
ernments, although recognizing their 
claim to the island by right of dis- 
covery and exploration, could not see 
my plans for colonization. So a year 
ago I transferred my personal] interest 
to the American corporation in Nome 
and supervised colonization of the 
island under the leadership of the 
man from Pennsylvania.” 


CARRIED AWAY _ 
BY RED TRANSPORT. 


Nome, Alaska, October 17.—(By 
The Associated Press)—A colony in- 
tended to establish British title to 
Wrangell island, in the Arctic ocean 
north of Siberia, was carried off ky 
the Russian armed transport Red 
October, which raised the Russian 
flag there August 20, it was learned 
here today. 

This news came here from Whalen. 
by which name Alaskans call that 
part of Siberia extending inland ana 
north and south from Bering Strait.

ter Bear and the gasoline schooners 
Herman and Silver Wave, three 
American vessels, tried in yain 
penetrate this summer. 

The Herman reached Herald island, 
40 miles east of Wrangell island, and 
found there bones and relies believed 
to have come from one or two par- 
ties of four men each that perished 
after the Karluk, exploration ship of 
Vihljalmur Stefansson, went down in 
the ice 60 miles north of Herald 
island, January 11, 1924. 

The colony carried away by the 
Red October is to be landed at Ir- 
dian Point, in Whalen, or at Vladi- 
vostok, one thousand miles south, ac- 
cording to advices from Whalen. 

This colony, consisting of thirteen 
Eskimos, with Harry Wills, of Nome, 
in charge, was taken to Wrangell 
island by Harold Noice, of Seattle, 
who found that an expedition jed 
there in 1921 by Alan Crawford, of 
Toronto, had perished with the ex- 
ception of an Eskimo seamstress, Ada 
Blackjack. Previous reports had 
spoken of the Red October’s finding 
twelve Eskimos on the island, but to- 
day’s advices said 13, which was the 
number taken there by Noice. 

With the colony, soviet officials 
aboard the Red October confiscated 
stores of furs, according to the Wha- 
len messages. This consisted of 40 
fox and 40 polar bear skins. 


NO ACTION PLANNED 
BY U. S. GOVERNMENT. 

Washington, October 17.—While of 
ficial silence remained unbroken to- 
day with respect to recent develop 
ments on Weangell island, there 
little reason to believe that the con 
nection of an American citizen with 
the colonization plan will alter the 
Wasunington government’s attitude of 
no-interference in the question o1 
ownership of the island. 

The United States has not been in. 
volved in any way in that question. 
At no time has it expressed an opin- 
ion as to the conflicting ownership 
elaims. 

So far as the citizenship of any in- 
dividual] concerned in the attempted 
colonization is invol@ed. it is to he re- 
called that-the state devartment has 
made it plain repeatedly that Amert- 
cans entering the territory of the 
soviet Russian governmen* do so ‘at 
their own risk and withovt any as- 
surance of diplomatic intervention in 
their behalf on the part of this gov.

Seldom has this stage of the season 
witnessed a schedule including such 
notables as those between Yale and 
Dartmouth at New Uaven, Harvard 
and Holy Cross at Cambridge, Army 
land Notre Dame at the Pole grounds, 
|Princeton and Navy at Palmer stad- 
ium and Pennsylvania and Columbia 
at Philadelphia. 

Chief interest apparently is center-

ON CANNED GOODS RATE 


In an effort -to forestall any dis- 
crimination in freight rates on canned 
goods, in favor of shipments from out- 
of-state points into Georgia, against 
intrastate shipments, the Georgia pub- 
lic service commission Friday handed 
down an order banning any increases 
in rates on canned goods that are low- 


er than the maximum rates authorized 
by the commission, until January 1, 
1925. 

‘It was explained that the commis- 
sion in an original order dated August 
oU, 1923, to become effective Novem- 
ber 15, 1923, prescribed that in no 
instance should “the rates be higher 
between any points in Georgia than 
the iterstate rates contemporaneously 
in effect on the same commodities be- 
tween points in Georgia and points 
in other states, for the same or great- 
er distance, over the same line or 
lines, the haul between the Georgia 
points being included in the longer in- 
terstate haul.” 

It now appears, says the new order, 
“that carriers have published, effective 
November 1, 1924, rates on canned 
goods from interstate points to Geor- 
gia destinations, and particularly from 
Charleston, S. C., that are lower than 
the maximum rates authorized for in- 
trastate transportation in Georgia.” 

It is, therefore, in an attempt to pre- 
vent this alleged discrimination in fa- 
vor of Charleston and other out-of- 
state shippers that the new order is 
issued, effective until Janvary 1, next. 
It is expected that a hearing to thresh 
out the entire question will be held 
before that date.

WHEAT PRIGES UP 
ON FOREIGN BUYING 


— 


Chicago, October 17.—Liberal for- 
eign buying led to higher prices today 
in the wheat market. It was estimat- 
ed tha; 2,000,000 bushels was ~ pur- 
chased today for shipment to Europe. 
Closing quotations for wheat were 
nervous at 3-4c to 2c net advance, 
December 1.507-S to 1.51 and May 
1541-8 to 1.543-8, with corn un- 
change] to 15-Sc lower, oats unchang- 
ed to 1-4c down and provisions vary- 
ing from 10c¢ decline to 32¢ gain. 

Aside from developments in regard 


to the volume of export business, the 
chief factor governing changes in the 
wheat market appeared to be news 
affecting the Argentine crop outlook. 
Reports of showers at various places 
in Argentina led to a sudden dip in 
prices soon after the opening. Later, 
u more pronounced setback resulted 
quickly from word of rain in western 
Argentina. The upward swing of the 
marker, however, was resumed when 
assurance seemed well grounded that 
the drought in northern Argentina 
was unbroken. 

Significance was attached in some 
quartess to gossip that the bulk of 
available vessel room from Montreal 
during November had been engaged 
for the. movement of wheat from the 
United States. This circumstance was 
construed as likely to increase the 
cost of Canadian shipments to Eu- 
rope, und therefore to enlarge the Eu- 
ropeaa demand for wheat from this 
country. 

Despite wheat strength, corn and 
vats averaged lower in price as a re- 
sult of what was contended to be 
ideal weather for maturing the corn 
crop. On the other hand, the corn 
market displayed notable rallying 
power at times, and a good deal of 
ridicule was directed against “selling 
sunshine in the corn pit.” 

Higher quotations on hogs helped 
to lift the provision market.

CHRISTIAN CHURCHES 
ADOPT BAN ON WAR 


Cleveland, Ohio, October 17.—A 
compromise resolution dealing with 
war was adopted today by the inter- 
national convention of the Disciples 
of Christ. Discussion of the subject 
had threatened to result in a serivus 
division of delegates and a compro- 
mise was affected only after consid- 
erable debate. 

The resolution, as adopted, differs 
considerably from the original text 
which had included the clause “that 
the church should not sanction war.” 
This clause was omitted by the covn- 
mittee on recommendation in sub 
mitting the report to the convention. 

The resolving clause of the com- 
promise resolution follows: 

“Resolved, that we urge. the 
United States government to coop- 
erate freely with other nations in 
creating and strengthening such in- 
ternational agencies of justice as are 
needed to make possible the amicable 
settlement of all disputes without re- 
sorting to war; that we urge the 
churches: more effectively to teach 
the meaning of the gospel of Chrisr 
in international affairs, and to stim- 
ulate study and discussion of th 
causes and consequences of war and 
the means of its prevention.”

| Wireless from Navy Radio Station,
